AUowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 thru 17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The references 
of record, either singularly or in combination, do not teach or suggest at least an image 
detector comprising a conductive object pattern, wherein the conductive object detection 
pattern has a plurality of electrodes, the plurality of electrodes being alternately disposed; 
and a controller wherein a current flowing in the conductive object pattern will cause the 
controller to supply a control signal to a power source so that the power source can power 
a light source. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
